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CONSUMER  SPOTLIGHTS 


Remarkable  Growth  in  Microwave  Ovens 

The  verv  popular  microwave  oven,  strangely  enough,  is  actually  a  result  of  U.S. 
research  in  the  field  of  radar  during  World  War  n  when  a  scientist  accidentally 
discovered  that  the  heat  produced  by  a  radar  vacuum  tube  melted  his  candy  bar.  Early 
microwave  ovens  required  high  voltage  and  were  very  expensive.  It  was  not  until  1967 
that  a  110-volt  model  was  introduced,  priced  at  about  $495,  thus  making  possible  the 
current  boom  in  sales  of  microwave  ovens,  both  here  and  abroad.  Today  most  models 
are  priced  even  lower  than  the  1967  figure. 

In  the  meantime,  some  very  dramatic  advances  have  occurred  in  American- made 
microwave  ovens  during  the  past  years.  These  include  variable  power  control 
permitting  fractional  portions  of  full  power  to  be  used,  such  as  half  power  for 
defrosting  or  one-fifth  power  for  warming.  The  second  generation  of  ovens  began  to 
appear  in  1975.  These  incorporate  microprocessors  with  touch  controls  and  several 
"memories"  for  programming  a  series  of  cooking  cycles  to  be  performed  in  one 
continuous  sequence.  Such  high  degrees  of  automation  are  very  popu'ar  with 
homemakers  and  help  to  eliminate  human  error  from  the  cooking  process.  Also, 
microwave  ovens  generally  consume  less  energy  than  conventional  electric  ranges  -  up 
to  75  percent  less  in  roasting  -  with  an  energy  saving  of  30  to  40  percent  in  overall  use. 

U.S.  shipments  (factory  sales)  of  microwave  ovens  amounted  to  only  9,300  units  in 
1967.  By  1977,  shipments  rose  to  1.2  million  units,  an  average  annual  increase  of  more 
than  60  percent,  with  additional  growth  estimated  since  1977. Because  U.S.-made  ovens 
are  also  in  demand  in  other  countries,  substantial  growth  of  "microwave"  exports  has 
occurred  nearly  every  year.  In  1978,  for  instance,  U.S.  exports  of  microwave  ovens 
reached  133,000  units,  an  increase  of  86  percent  over  1977. 

Consumer  demand  for  microwave  cooking  is  expected  to  continue  indefinitely.  This 
will  also  cover  microwave  ranges,  which  combine  conventional  cooking  and  microwave 
cooking  in  a  single  appliance. 


New  Export  Prospects  for  U.S.  Textiles 

In  the  U.S.  textile  industry,  computer  assisted  methods  for  finished  fabric  design  have 
enhanced  designer  flexibility  and.  reduced  lead  times  for  the  production  of  new 
fabrics.  The  resultant  efficiency  of  the  industry,  combined  with  the  recent 
devaluation  of  the  dollar,  have  created  important  new  opportunities  for  U.S.  textiles 
abroad.  For  instance,  commodity  gray  fabrics  such  as  corduroy,  denim,  and  printcloth 
are  now  competitive  with  those  produced  anywhere  in  the  world.  In  addition,  the  U.S. 
textile  industry  remains  in  the  forefront  of  innovative  design  for  home  furnishings 
textiles,  such  as  sheets,  towels  and  draperies.  Continuing  improvements  in  the 
production  process  and  fibers  used  for  carpeting  make  this  segment  of  the  UJS, 
industry  the  world  leader. 


The  ability  of  the  U.S.  apparel  industry  to  hold  price  increases  well  below  those  of 
most  other  manufactured  goods  demonstrates  the  improving  capability  of  the  industry 
to  compete  in  world  markets.  Technological  developments  such  as  laser  cutting  and 
refined  sewing  machinery  should  further  enhance  the  U.S.  position.  The  appeal  of  the 
U.S.  lifestyle  has  long  been  typified  by  the  world-wide  popularity  of  U.S.-made  jeans. 
More  recently,  active  sportswear  and  "disco"  styles  have  achieved  similar  popularity. 
The  growing  reputation  of  U.S.  fashion  designers  and  the  high  quality  —  long 
recognized  —  of  U.S.-made  apparel  offer  even  brighter  prospects  for  the  future  of  U.S. 
made  apparel  overseas. 


New  Products  Expand  the  Export  Potential  of  U.S.  Cosmetics 

The  outlook  for  world  sales  of  cosmetics,  toiletry  and  fragrance  items  is  excellent, 
with  U.S.  growth  alone  projected  at  12%  each  year  through  1983.  During  this  period 
there  will  be  increased  emphasis  on  marketing  of  new  products  such  as  non-scented 
moisturizers  and  make-up  for  men,  and  improved  moisturizers  and  skin  care  products 
for  women.  Sun-guard  products  will  also  become  more  prominent,  as  will  sun  screening 
components  incorporated  into  face,  hand  and,  body  lotions  for  year-round  protection 
from  ultra-violet  rays. 


In  addition,  a  general  increase  is  projected  for  products  specifically  aimed  at  various 
ethnic  and  geriatric  markets,  as  well  as  other  special  groups.  For  instance,  ethnic 
cosmetics  sales  in  the  U.S. A  are  escalating  at  a  rate  of  over  20%  per  year,  and 
products  specifically  for  men  are  not  far  behind  with  a  15%  annual  increase.  At  the 
same  time,  the  cosmetics  industry  has  been  stimulated  by  the  revolutionary  trend 
towards  more  working  women  which  has  created  increased  demands  for  new  ccsmetj.cs, 
toiletries,  and  fragrances. 

Considering  the  number  of  high-quality,  economically  priced  products  available  from 
this  industry,  it  is  surprising  that  only  about  2  1/2  percent  ($200  million)  of  the  total 
value  of  product  shipments  -  an  estimated  $8.1  billion  in  1979  -  will  be  accounted  for 
by  exports.  Perhaps  one  of  the  reasons  for  this  low  export  rate  has  been  a  relative 
lack  of  overseas  publicity  featuring  new  innovative  products  of  the  U.S.  cosmetic 
industry.  Information  on  some  of  these  products  is  included  in  this  issue  of 
Com  mercial  News  USA. 


In  any  case,  the  rise  in  U.S.  sales  of  cosmetic  products  has  greatly  encouraged  this 
industry.  Foreign  consumers  may  benefit  indirectly  from  this  boom  because  of  the 
increased  variety  of  cosmetic  products  being  made  available  for  export. 


Variety,  High  Quality  Mark  U.S.  Lawn  and  Garden  Exports 


Overseas  sales  of  lawn  and  garden  equipment  are  one  of  the  bright  spots  in  U.S. 
consumer  goods  exports  in  recent  years.  Exports  of  power  lawn  mowers,  garden 
tractors,  motor  tillers  and  related  products  reached  $123  million  in  1978,  almost  a 
fourfold  increase  over  1968.  This  strong  performance  is  primarily  attributed  to  the 
fact  that  U.S.  manufacturers  are  the  chief  .  developers  and  innovators  in  the  design 
and  production  of  safe,  high-quality  lawn  and  garden  products.  Because  a  great  variety 
of  products  are  produced  at  mass  production  prices  for  the  large  U.S.  market,  highly 
competitive  products  have  emerged  for  export  markets. 

Among  those  products  showing  particular  export  strength  are  walk-behind  and  riding 

lawn    mowers.     These   products,    together    with   their   attachments   and    parts,    were 

exported  at  a  total  value  of  $82  million  in  1978,  up  30%  over  1977.   Exports  of  garden 

tractors  and  motor  tillers,  although  down  slightly  in  1978,  were  $41  million.    Together 

with  several  types  of  power  hand  tools  for  lawn  care  (such  as  monofilament  trimmers, 

mulching  mowers,  and  snow  throwers),  these  items  are  among  the   manv  lawn  and 

garden  care  products  simultaneously  enjoying  strong  sales  in  the  U.S.  as  well  as  an 

increasing  reception  overseas.    With  growing  export  markets,  U.S.  manufacturers  are 

beginning  to  incorporate  design  features  to   meet  the  particular  needs  of  overseas 

consumers.

INQUIRIES  ABOUT  CHINA  CONTINUE  TO  POUR  INTO  COMMERCE  DEPARTMENT 


The  burst  of  interest  by  Americans  in  trading  with  China  was  documented  bv  newlv 
released  figures  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce.  Applications  for  export 
licenses  are  moving  at  a  record  pace,  and  the  first  two  printings  of  a  Department 
guidebook  on  doing  business  with  the  Chinese  market  were  exhausted  in  less  than  60 
days.  In  the  meantime,  calls  and  letters  continue  to  flood  the  Department's  China 
trade  specialists,  and  seminars  are  drawing  unprecedented  audiences. 

The  Department's  China  trade  specialists  have  been  receiving  an  average  of  200  to  300 
telephone  calls,  as  well  as  some  200  to  300  letters,  each  dav  from  business  executives 
seeking  information  on  the  China  market.  Inquirers  want  to  know  the  situation  of  their 
counterpart  industries  in  China,  details  on  Chinese  products,  means  to  make  contacts, 
and  how  to  carry  through  transactions  in  both  the  export  and  import  fields. 

Interest  in  China  trade  is  also  seen  in  demands  following  the  release  in  late  Januarv  of 
9,000  copies  of  a  Commerce  Department  publication,  "Doing  Business  with  China." 
The  Department's  Industry  and  Trade  Administration  is  printing  10,000  more  copies  to 
m  eet  continuing  requests. 

This  interest  ranges  widely  across  the  U.S.  business  spectrum,  one  Commerce 
Department  official  said,  noting  that  he  had  addressed  a  sold-out  seminar  audience  of 
140  persons  in  Boston,  followed  shortly  by  another  that  drew  150  in  Buffalo.  It  is  also 
significant  that,  during  the  first  three  months  of  this  year,  export  licensing  requests 
for  China-bound  goods  exceeded  any  previous  year's  total  for  that  period.

"FLOATING  DEPARTMENT  STORE"  SETS 
SAIL  FOR  JAPANESE  MARKETS 


The  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce 
has  announced  plans  to  launch  a 
"floating  department  store"  to  carry 
high-quality  U.S.  consumer  goods  to 
Japanese  markets  totaling  more  than 
half  a  million  persons.  The  Shin 
Sakura  Maru,  a  trade  fair  ship  offered 
to  the  United  States  by  the  Japanese 
government  for  the  event,  is  scheduled 
to  sail  this  fall  loaded  with  a  cargo  of 
consumer  items  representing  some  100 
American  manufacturers. 

"Boatique  America,"  as  the  project  is  officially  titled,  will  offer  Japanese  consumers 
direct  access  to  many  of  the  finest  housewares,  sporting  goods,  apparel,  and  other 
products  currently  manufactured  in  the  United  States.  The  Shin  Sakura  Maru,  designed 
and  built  especially  for  commercial  exhibitions,  will  provide  the  perfect  setting  for  the 
main  purpose  of  the  voyage,  the  sale  of  U.S.  goods  directly  to  consumers  in  12  of  the 
largest  port  cities  in  Japan.  As  Secretary  of  Commerce  Juanita  M.  Kreps  stated  in 
announcing  the  voyage:  "Its  unique  aspect  is  that  it  involves  selling  U.S.  goods  at  retail 
directly  to  Japanese  consumers,  giving  our  manufacturers  instant  exposure  to  this 
dynamic  market."  In  addition,  the  U.S.  manufacturers  will  meet  on  an  individual  basis 
with  foreign  buyers  during  designated  "trade  days"  to  establish  distribution 
arrangements.
